Mr John Bays, Hammond, the export 
referred to, reports at some length upon the 
work dono ot the various mines, upon the 
value of the ores, aod upon the prospecta 
of working.

The result of my examination shows con- 
olosively, that, First; There is no mineral 
at present exposed upon the Company’s 
property thet oan be wurked with profit, and, 
Second: That the indications are most unfa~ 
vorable for the discovery of valuable ore 
bodies by further explorations. 

In view of the foreguing facts I mast 
adviae the suspension of all work upon the 
Company’s mines. What then is to become 
of all the expensive railway and milling 
plante eonstrocted by the. Company? For 
the : purpose. for which these plants were 
originally erected they are of no walue. It 
has been suggested by the “Company's 
Manager, Mr F. H. Sesmour, that’ certain 
parts of the milling plant might be atilized 
in “contestion With a’ ‘custom smelter’ 
whioh he has advised the Company to erect 
at Cerro Blanco. You are, L believe, in 
pousession of the data upon which Mr 
Soymour: bases his recommendations in this 
regard, Mr Seymuur has made. thorough 
investigation of the feasibility of the plan 
he recommends, and his opinion in entitled 
tu serious consideration, : 

Unfortunately, my examination did not 
embrace the erection of the proposed cost- 
umes smelter, aud J am therefore not pre> 
pared to express an opinion beyond stating 
that the project is worthy of consideration. 
Whether or not Cerro Bleuco would be as 
advantageous a point ‘ss Gnaymas‘or some 
other place upon the Sonora Road remains 
likewiee to be determined. The ores that 
might be supplied by tha Company's mines 
ave of but little moment ia the consideration 
ofthissubject.

THE YI ON LANE ROBBERY. 

The monthly Oriuinal Sessions opened 
to-day. i R 

Tho firat caso called ‘was that of the Yi 
On Lane robbery, in which four. Chinese 
were charged. The prisonors pleaded not 
guilty and the following jury was empanel- 
Yea: .Mesara A. Cattaneo, A. J. do 
Rozario, L..C, Airey, T. F. Ozorio, G.: A. 
Caldwell, 4. 4, Alvatcz, T. Bungo. R 

The Attorney General (Gon. W. M. 
Goodman), in opening the case, said the 
robbery with which tho prisoners were 
charged, and which was one «ccompanied 
with considerable violence, waa committed 
on the 18th of February last, About 6.80 
‘pm, on that date faur women were on the 
top fluor of house No, 14 Yi On Lane, two. 
kept’ women ‘with their- servants. Alter 
the manner of their kind, these women had 
a liking for jewellery aud wore rings &c., 
not of great valne, but valuxble to them, 
Five or six men rushed iato the houso, 
seized the women, rubbed pepper in. their 
eyes and bouod and gagged them, after- 
! wards proceeding to ransack the house at 
their: leisure. They escaped with their 
plunder. Information of the: rubbery was 
“given to the police thet night and next day 
the four prisoners, on whom. suspicion had 
fallen, were atrested with somes of the 
stolen property in thoir passegsion. 

The jury unanimously found tho pri- 
sonets guilty of robbury with violengs, 

His Lordship anid the crime of phioh the 
prisoners had been: found guilty wes one 
which he’ was afraid was often committed 
by cowardly ruffiana'in this Colony, and he 
thersfure considered jt “his’duty to” pass a 
severe sentence. Hich prisoner wag sen- 
tenced to 7 years’ -hard labour and a whip- 
ping of 26 strokes,

THE LOSS OF THE P&NSHAW. 
INQUIRY AT THE HABEOUE OFFICE. 


A Marine Court of Inquiry was held to- 
day at tho Harbour Offics to investigate 
tho ciroumstances attandant on the loss of 
tho barque Penshaw noar the Philippines 
on February 20. The Ovurt was cunati- 
tuted as follows ;—President—Commandor 
Rumeey, R.N. (retired), Harbour Master; 
Commander Ashe, R.N., Victor Fmannel ; 
Captain Godderd, steamer Tattan; Capt. 
St. Croix, steamer Wingsang; and Cupt. 
Owens, barue Celite Chief. 

John Speechley stated—I was master of tho 
British barque Penshaw. I hold a Hong- | 
kong certificate of 23rd January, 1869. I) 
joined the Penshaw on 16th February last, 
at the Island of Alabat, Philippines. I 
wont there from Hongkong. Woe left that 
placeon Saturday, 18th Fohruary, at7 a.in, 
She was half luaded thes with hard wood, 
She was bound for Culagua to complete 
foadimy. Bier draught jwas 15.7 aft and 
15.1. forward. -It was fine weather, wind 
N.LN.E.. force 4. We dropped ont of the 
Bay under tho topsaile ond then made oll 
agil except the royaix, We wont «way on 
the etarboard tack heading N, W. intending ' 
to work between the two islands, ‘I pro» 
Auco tho charts I was using at the time, 
Admiralty 2577 and a Spanish chart, H 
Archipelago Filipauo, Hoyes Y,, Madrid, 
1867. The Admiralty chart has, Je 
corrections to 1887 and ame!

Thero 
aro NO ‘sailing directions. The coast is 
uosurveyed, The reels. marked in pencil 
on the chart wore marked byme. At 9.40 
am., we tacked to thé oxustward ap 
I could not make any way sguinst 
the current between the islands cf 
Oabaldi and Alabat. I worked up to tho 
westward of Cabaldi. We tacked nineteen 
times to gata 84 miles to the north end of 
Cabaldi whieh bore aurth at 9.40 p.m., dis- 
tant about two miles, We were then head. 
ing E. by N., and we stood on the port 
tack till @ 30 a.m., 19th, when I assumed a 
position marked on the chart, having-Para- 
gua Island S. by W., 9 miles, I then lay 
to under the two topsails, jib and spanker, 
expecting the tide and current to set her 
between South and §. hy W., about 1 to 
1} knots an hour.. Z-expected she would 
drift to Paragua Island about5bam. The 
lead was, hove several times between this 
and 4 a.m., but no bottom was got at 25 
fathoms and: tle drift appeared to be 
§.8.W. At 4 am. I could see nothing. 
Tordered the mate to fill the main yard, 
aod at 430.1 saw Paragua bearing south, 
distant about 4 miles. We were going 
about 4 knots-then, and I enquired of the 
tiste if the ship would stsy under the 
canvas aho was then under. Bo paid she 
would réquire the topgallant-sails. I told 
him to set the foresail and topgallantéails, 
The foresail and. the topgallentesil wera 
sot and we were setting the: fore top- 
gallsntesil when she grounded.

The old order has so 
far changod that all distinctions of dress 
have been swopt away ; orery class omu- 
lated the ono above it in its clothing, its 
amusements, and the smallest dataila of its 
laxury, ond, os Lady Jenoo says, ‘this 
is particularly the cise with women. The 
Hant-End factopy-girl, with her Gainabo- 
rough hat aud her *' bang," is 8 coarse Im. 
itetion of what sho thinks tho lady of 
fashion in the West-End must he; and 
tha servant-maid, who spends all hor emall 
wages in a stovish imitation of her mistress 
and emerges up tho srea-steps on Sunday 
80 gorgeously pparelled that she is 
almost unrecognizable, is another instance, 
aod one thet comes homo to us 
tore nearly.’ It comes home much more 
nearly to the poor girl’s parents, who re- 
ceive but little aid from their daughter's 
s, Of course, ono cannot held the 
richer portion of womenkind responsible 
for the imitation of their dresses by their 
poorer noighbours—on imitation which 
thoy would gladly discourage if they only 
knew how to do it—hot elnce their exam- 
plo is thus slovichly followod, they would 
6 acting more in accordsnco: with common 
charity and the spirit of the timos, if thoy 
atrove to make that example a good one. 
We hear o great deal of woman's will, 
nowadays, and itis pity that we cannot 
alto see both exerciged a little more 
whero they are 60 obviously needed. 
But apart from the harm that is 
worked upon their poorer sisters, tho 
wives and daughters of ‘the foolish 
gentry,’ o9 Massinger calla them, lead 
@ life of considerable discomfort them« 
éelves through their foolishness, Lady 
Jouno seome to think that the evil 
is of recent date, and that forty years ago 
the world was far more economical in its 
droes, It may bo sc; but there is no doubt 
of its wastofulness to-day, Tho £300 or 
£400 & year, which she says would have 
been considered ample pin-moucy in those’ 
days oven for a woman of the highest rank, 
of whom a certain bravery of attira would 
‘be expectad, is by no means too much now 
for the modest requirements af a young 
married lady, whose husband’s income does

greatly-excced—£1500-a~year-- We 
havo even hoard of cases whero tha wives’ 
expenditure upon dress absorbed moro than 
three-fourtha of their husbands’ incomes ; 
and woe have no doubt that these sama‘help- 
mates wero nat unfrequently loud in their 
complaints of malo extravagance in the 
matter of cigars and other mate delights. 
Tt would bo no exaggeration, we believe, 
to say that, with rare exceptions, evory 
woman of the middle or upper class, whose 
income is restricied, suffers the pinch of 
poverty chiofly by reason of the largo pro- 
jortion of her incoma which she devotas to 
er clothes jor, at least, feels far more per- 
sonal discomfort from her enforced economy 
in that one particular than in any other. 
Wo are assured from timo to time that the 
old sneer on the subject of women and 
their one interest In life, chiffors, ia nob 
only threadbara, but completely out. of 
date, Is it a0 owt of date, we wonder? 
There ara, roughly speaking, some five or 
ix periodicals, possensing 4 considerable 
olroulation and influence, written by women 
for women, and dealing with matters which 
sre: supposed chiofly to interest tho feminine 
mind. Some idea of the little importance 
that the feminine mind attaches to dress, 
moy be gathered from tho fact that, at the 
vary least, four-fifths of the contents of 
those newspapers are devoted solety to 
the doscription and advertissmont of new 
frocks, A woman's newspaper ia only an- 
other name for a journal of fashions. 
Unluckily, at the present moment, cheap 
taaterials and cheap fothion-plates have 
had an effact which has by no means added 
to the cheapnoas of our daily life. Thoy 
have made the changes of fashion more 
rapid, its démands more exacting, and the 
temptation jto imitate more irresistible. 
Lady Jeune's exposition of the oauson of 
modern extravagance is admirably pat, aud 
her suggestions towards reform are ex- 
tremoly sensible, “But who is thera who 
will pay.any attontion to them? Tha story 
ia puch an old one: for thousands of yeara 
ono-half of the world has grumbled at the 
other half’s loyo of finery, Still, to.day 
that Tove of finery has less excuse then it 
over had bofote, for it’ is no longer 
superfluous bravery’ of which we com- 
plain, but vulgar ostentation, The chiof 
offendara are women who do not seck to 
adorn their own olarma, but simply to 
Prove that they can spond mora thonoy 
upon their clothes than others. .
